The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 13-15, 
19 and 20 are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or In combination 
with the limitations of the independent claims 13 such as "a drift layer formed on the 
surface of the substrate.. .where the surface of the substrate having the off-angle 
within a range of 2 to 10 degrees from the (000-1) carbon surface is taken as the 
crystal growth surface of the substrate" (claim 13).
